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Your city, has, or shortly will develop a 
plan for the evacuation of your community in the 
event of an air raid. 


Strict compliance with the plan, as it 
affects you, may mean the difference between 
life and death for you and your family. 


Details of plans will vary from city to 
city due to geography, local thinking, and 
location of reception centers. They all are 
based, however, on a nationwide plan for moving 
people from congested areas of target cities 
to comparatively safe rural areas. Rapid and 
orderly evacuation should be accomplished within 
one hour to four hours following the sounding 
of the evacuation signal. 


The public EVACUATION SIGNAL, adopted 


nationally, is a steady blast of 3 to 5 minutes 
on sirens, whistles, horns or similar devices. 
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As a loyal citizen you will want to: 


1. Learn the details of your local 
Civil Defense plan, and determine 
how you and your family can best 
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- - - if a warning is sounded while 
you are at work, 


- - - if it comes while you are at 
home. 


2... Adopt a "Family Evacuation Plan," 
so you and your family will know 
what to do, where to go or where 
to meet later if you should have 
to seek separate shelter. 


You are under Civil Defense laws during 
an Alert period, from the time you leave your 
home or job until Civil Defense authorities 
release you. You will speed evacuation and 
reduce confusion if you cooperate fully with 
them. 


Evacuation of Company buildings will be 
handled by Wardens. They have been instructed 
in routing, avoidance of panic, and orderly 
procedure. 


Follow their instructions for your own 
safety. 
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A surprise air attack is always possible. 
If an attack is imminent, your Civil Defense 
will-sound the alarm-with a... 2 «6 4 


TAKE COVER signal - a wavy, wailing tone. 
or a series of short blasts, 


for 3 minutes on sirens, whistles, horns 
or similar devices. 


Since any cover at all affords some 
protection from an air raid blast, we have 
designated areas in all of our buildings as 
Air Raid Shelters. If you are at work and 
a TAKE COVER signal is sounded, your Air Raid 
Warden will route you to the shelters in your 
building. 


Civil Defense Instructions for TAKE COVER 
are reprinted below: 


TAKE COVER SIGNAL 
What to do: 
At Work: Go to your shelter area. 


At Home: Get into your home shelter 
immediately. If you have 
none, shut all outside doors 
and windows and take cover 

‘in the basement or a first- 
floor room. Stay PUT until 
you get word to come out. 


Outdoors: Seek the best available 
cover. 


Important: If you see a bright. flash 
of light, take cover 
instantly. 


Civil Defense instructions for EVACUATION 
are reprinted below: 


EVACUATION SIGNAL 
What to do: 
At Work: Follow CD evacuation plans. 
At Home: Activate your family 
evacuation plan. Don't 
forget emergency rations, 


clothing, supplies. 


Do not use the telephorie. 


Check your AM radio (640 or 1240 kc) 
for detailed instructions. 


Obey your police and civil defense 
instructions. 


640 - Remember CONELRAD is the Key - 1240 


If you are a member of the CIVIL 
DEFENSE TELEPHONE SERVICE CORPS, you will 
receive supplemental instructions from your 
supervisor. 


If you are not a member of this group, 
you are free to engage in general Civil Defense 
endeavors, and to assist your family, friends 
and neighbors as you see fit. 
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
